Result of me Inquest on the Body ol 


John Hemmenu. 


The inquest on the body of John Hem- 


mono, who met his death by drowning at 
the Cow Ford bridge, was held at Bui- 
lard's undertaking establishment last 
evening, by Coroner Beudure. 


THB TESTIMONY. 


li. G. McDonald, commissioner of high- 


ways for Long Creek township, tostitled 
that he witnessed tho accident which 
caused the death of the deceased, and J. 
W. Day, a farmer, testified to the same 
effect. 


F. J. MCDONALD testified: I am a resi- 


dent ol Hickory Point township, ami am 
a carpenter and bridge builder by occu- 
pation. I was employed by O. A. Tattle 
to raise the Cow Ford bridge and to put 
in some now piling and new timber, so a 
new pier could be built. I put in false 
work, consisting ot two V-shaped bents, 
eight feet all together, and well braced. 
I supposed it was ot sulnoiant strength. 
We "jacked" up tho center cart of the 
bridge first, and then placed a jack-screw 
on the abutment and screwed up the end. 
Hemmens was underneath the bridge 
putting iu wedges. K. G, McDonald re- 
marked that he believed the end of tho 
brace was rotten, and I thought so my- 
self. When tho bridge fell I did not see 
the deceased until I saw him in the un- 
dertaking establishment. Tho parting of 
tho south cord of the bridge near tho 
stone abutment was tho cause ,of tho 
bridge falling. 


OuAULUB BUBWKB testified : I nave 


known the deceased since Monday morn- 
ing. In my opinion the witting of the 
arch was tho cause of tho bridge falling. 
I think the timbers ut the end of the span 
wore rotten. 
I think if tho arch had not 


been cat tho bridge would not have fallen. 
After the deceased fell in the water, I duj 
not see him until his body was taken out 
at 2:45 p, m, on tho afternoon of tho 27th.
